6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Oldham [WO 02/09023 Al] discloses a reader with a charging cradle having a connector for 
connecting with a digital electronic product, such as a PDA, and a connector at the bottom of the charging 
cradle, wherein the connector is formed with a plug on a bottom end thereof, an upper opening for 
receiving the charging cradle, a base having a bottom board, a pivoting seat protruding from the bottom 
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board, a scanning unit mounted on top portion of the cradle, and wherein the PDA includes a printed 
circuit board (PCB) with a power supply. 

Allen et al. [US 2004/0028295 Al] discloses a cradle having a reader, a connector for connecting 
with a digital electronic product, such as a mobile telephone, and a connector to a bottom of the cradle, 
wherein the connector is formed with a plug on a bottom end thereof, an upper opening for receiving the 
digital electronic product, a base having a bottom board, a pivoting seat protruding from the bottom 
board. 

O'Hara et al. [US 2002/0178222 Al] discloses a handheld computer and a battery charging cradle 
having a connector for connecting with the handheld computer, and a connector to a bottom of the 
charging cradle, wherein the connector is formed with a plug on a bottom end thereof, an upper opening 
to receive the handheld computer, and a pivoting seat protruding from the bottom board. 

Kumar [US 2003/0006998 Al] discloses a portable data entry device having a charging cradle 
having a connector for connecting with a digital electronic product, such as a PDA, and a connector, 
wherein the connector is formed with a plug on a bottom end the PDA via an opening for receiving the 
PDA, a scanning unit mounted on the cradle. 

Herrod et al. [US 2001/0055978 Al] discloses a portable data device system having a portable 
data terminal and a charging cradle for receiving the portable data terminal and arranged to recharge the 
portable data device power supply and upload/download information to and from the portable data 
terminal. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teachings of 
Oldham, Allen, O'Hara, Kumar, and Herrod, alone or in combination with other references, in order to 
obtain the specific claimed business card reader with a replaceable charging cradle having a charging 
cradle with a flat cable formed with a plug on a distal end and connected to the bottom of the charging 
cradle, a shall having a plurality of outlets formed on a side wall, a base accommodating the shell and a

scanning mounted on the pivoting seat that protruding from the bottom of the base, wherein the base 
having a paper-feeding seat disposed before the pivoting seat, and a printed circuit board with the specific 
claimed features, as set forth in the claims.
